MEDICAL  OFFICER ’S  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969 
To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  1969. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  22,610. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  17.1  compared  with  16.3  for  England 
and  Wales.  This  was  a fall  compared  with  the  figure  of  19.9  last 
year.  * 

The  still  birth  rate  was  12  compared  with  13  for  England  and 
Wales,  and  shows  little  change  from  the  figure  1 1.09  last  year.  The 
causes  of  these  deaths  classified  according  to  the  International 
Classification  of  still  births  was  : 

Hospital  Home 

Diseases  and  conditions  of  pregnancy 

and  childbirth  ....  2 1 

Congenital  Malformations  ....  1 1 

The  number  of  children  dying  under  1 year  of  age  was  4,  1 of 
these  being  under  1 week  old,  and  1 under  the  age  of  4 weeks  old. 
2 deaths  occurred  in  the  age  group  4 weeks  to  1 year.  These 
figures  gave  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  10  compared  with  18  for 
England  and  Wales.  This  shows  a fall  compared  with  17.9  in  1968. 
The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  was  5 compared  with  12  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  15.7  for  Kirkby  in  1968.  This  shows  an  encouraging 
fall  in  figures  which  tend  to  mirror  maternal  health  and  genetic 
factors.  The  perinantal  mortality  rate  has  also  fallen  to  15  as 
compared  with  24.4  last  year  which  shows  a very  welcome  trend. 
In  the  two  children  dying  under  4 weeks  old,  the  causes  of  death 
were  cardiac  failure  associated  with  maternal  diabetes,  and  cerebral 
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sinus  thrombosis  associated  with  infection  respectively.  In  the 
two  deaths  occurring  between  4 weeks  and  1 year  the  causes  of 
death  were  bronchopneumonia  and  congenital  hepatic  failure 
respectively. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  Kirkby  in  1969. 

The  death  rate  was  12  compared  with  11.9  for  England  and 
Wales  — the  lowest  recorded  in  Kirkby  since  1965.  Examination 
of  the  causes  of  death  shows  that  67  out  of  the  total  224  deaths 
were  due  to  ischaemic  heart  disease,  46  of  these  were  males  and  21 
females.  There  is  evidence  that  ischaemic  heart  disease  tends  to 
occur  in  smokers  more  often  than  in  non-smokers,  at  least  before 
the  age  of  55.  While  we  do  not  know  how  many  of  these  particular 
deaths  occurred  in  smokers,  it  is  figures  of  this  order  which  should 
make  us  all  realise  how  important  it  is  to  stop  children  from  starting 
to  smoke,  thus  removing  one  large  factor  in  the  aetiology  of  this 
disease.  What  better  a way  is  there  than  by  example  ? Children 
copy,  and  if  the  adults  stop  making  it  the  fashion  to  smoke,  many 
of  the  children  will  stop  too. 

Infectious  Diseases  — Prevalence  and  Prophylaxis 

Infective  Jaundice 

In  this,  the  first  complete  year  of  notification  of  the  disease, 
there  were  3 cases,  2 of  which  were  in  the  15-24  age  group  2 occurred 
in  January  and  1 in  November. 

Measles 

There  were  70  cases  notified  as  compared  with  59  last  year. 

It  should  be  noted  here  that  the  supply  of  measles  vaccine  was 
erratic  during  1969,  and  it  was  withdrawn  altogether  in  November 
1969,  after  which  no  vaccinations  took  place. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  4 new  cases  as  compared  with  8 last  year  2 of  these 
were  in  the  age  group  64+  and  were  both  respiratory.  There  were 
no  deaths  due  to  the  disease. 

Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox 

Remain  absent.  The  most  important  single  factor  in  the 
decline  of  these  diseases  has  been  the  vaccination  and  immunisation 
of  infants  and  children,  and  the  maintenance  of  a high  level  of  mass 
immunity  is  a MUST  if  epidemics  are  to  remain  absent.  The 
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message  to  parents  is  as  URGENT  as  ever  PROTECT  YOUR 
CHILD  — BY  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr. 
Whitten  for  his  unfailing  support,  guidance,  and  kindness  during 
this  my  first  6 months  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  I shall 
always  be  indebted  to  him  for  his  help. 

To  Mr.  Cook  I am  grateful  for  his  cheerful  assistance  on  many 
occasions. 

To  Miss  Smith  I would  like  to  express  my  real  gratitude  for  her 
loyal  support,  conscientiousness  and  unending  patience  ; also  to 
Mrs.  Keeling  for  her  pleasant  and  wholehearted  contribution  to  the 
work  of  the  Department.  It  was  a pleasure  to  welcome  Mr.  A. 
Keeling,  Technical  Assistant,  to  the  Department  on  11th  August, 
1969.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby-in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  staff  of  the  Department  was  increased  during  the  year  by 
the  appointment  of  a Technical  Assistant  to  deal  with  smoke  control. 
This  enabled  the  smoke  control  programme  to  be  re-started,  and 
Area  No.  5 was  inspected  and  a report  made  to  the  Health 
Committee  recommending  that  an  Order  be  made  in  respect  of  394 
houses.  A start  was  also  made  on  preparing  an  Order  for  Smoke 
Control  Area  No.  6,  involving  641  houses. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  whilst  progress  was  made  to  bring  new 
Areas  under  Smoke  Control  Orders,  the  existing  four  Areas  were 
seriously  affected  by  the  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels.  Whilst 
the  Authority  did  not  find  themselves  in  the  position  of  several 
neighbouring  Authorities  in  having  to  suspend  Orders,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  many  householders  were  compelled,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  to  burn  bituminous  fuels  on  appliances  designed  solely 
for  smokeless  fuels.  This  not  only  resulted  in  the  emission  of  smoke, 
but  also  caused  damage  to  some  appliances. 

It  was  particularly  disappointing  that  this  shortage  should 
have  occurred  at  a time  when  the  Council  had  obtained  the  full 
co-operation  of  almost  all  the  people  affected  by  existing  and 
proposed  Smoke  Control  Orders.  In  fact,  many  people  in  the 
district  would  like  to  see  the  smoke  control  programme  expedited. 

The  Council  decided  to  proceed  with  the  smoke  control  pro- 
gramme, but  to  extend  the  period  between  the  confirmation  and 
coming  into  operation  of  Orders  5 and  6,  thus  enabling  householders 
who  are  keen  to  carry  out  the  improvements  to  do  so  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 

It  has  still  not  been  possible  to  use  the  Claypits  at  Kirkby 
Parks  Farm  for  the  tipping  of  refuse.  It  is  unlikely  that  they  will 
be  available  for  some  time  yet.  Consequently,  refuse  is  still  being 
tipped  at  Portland  Fields  Farm. 

The  increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse  continued  to  cause  problems, 
which  could  be  greatly  reduced  if  more  paper  could  be  salvaged. 
The  Council  accepted  an  offer  by  Thames  Board  Mills,  Limited  to 
carry  out  a survey  of  the  district  to  estimate  the  amount  of 
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salvageable  waste  paper  in  the  district,  and  on  the  completion  of  this 
survey  to  submit  a report  to  the  Council  outlining  the  steps  that  the 
Company  suggests  should  be  taken  to  make  this  particular  service 
more  efficient  and  therefore  more  economical. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest  and 
to  Dr.  Young  and  Dr.  Haynes  and  all  the  other  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation  and  my  own  staff  for  their 
support  at  all  times.
